He stood fearlessly behind the 
stumps in the days when over- 
mm bowling had Just been ja- 
troduced and when wickets 
would make the oceasional ball 
tlv head high, He stood with- 
cut pads or gloves, 

When Mace remarked about 
the dangers of wicket-kceping, 
Pooley had just had three teeta 
knocked out in a match. This 

n comparatively minor in- 
jury. 


‘Broken ’ Fingers 


During hls cricket cureer 
Pooley had  cvery Anger and 
Lolth. thiunbs broken until his 
hands beeame “mere lumps of 
dvforimily .” 

A amember of the first Enge 
land team: to visit: Australia, 
Pooley was only 5ft Gins and 
welphed about 10 stone, But he 
had tremendous juts and a 
vock-sparrow humour. 

Naturally, he was nol over- 
fond of pace bowling. Before 
uvery match he would inspect 
the wielet and report back: 
“Sirst-rate wicket-slow bowling 
is sure ta come off today.” 

Although no sport has pro- 
duced so much Literature as the 
noble game of eritket, precious 
fittle has been written about 
Edward Pooley and those other 
gullant wickel-keepers of old.

No Fair Method 


But he does not choose ihe 
Breatest — wicket-keeper of all 
tlme, Since methods changed 
radically with the Jaws of the 
game, this could not be fairly 
done, : :

8 Centuries Ago 


Eight centuries agu, the 
Military Orders made Acte an 
important port clty whence 
vessels laden with the riches of 
the Orfent — embroidered bro- 
codes, silks, gold, Jewels ond 
glistening peacock feathers— 
soiled to the trading , ports of 
Italy and France, Then, Acre 
served as the gate to the Holy
